This Conteſt terminated in a bloody War, each Party 
being therein aſſiſted by other Princes, by whoſe means 
they aſſembled the moſt powerful Armies that ever were 
known in Europe, from the Time of Attila. Such 
was the Hatred and Enmity of the Brothers, that a 
Battle could not be avoided. Both Armies met at a 
ſmall Village in the Plains of Auxerre, and as the Of- 
ficers and Soldiers on both Sides were full of Courage 
and dextrous at Arms, the Engagement was the moſt 
obſtinate that ever was known, and the Slaughter in 
Proportion. Lotbario was at laſt defeated, by Charles y 
and Lewis his Brothers, and obliged'to fly for Safety 1 
to Vienne, five Leagues beyond Lyons, where he began 
to aſſemble his diſpers'd Troops; which he augmented 
'with freſh Levies ache from Italy and other Parts, 
While his Brothers made Preparations to purſue him. 
_ Tas Pope, in this Interval, ſent Ambaſſadors. in 
2 to reconcile the jarring Brothers, but to no pur- | 
poſe; for Lotbario would liſten to nothing but another j 
Battle, in which he was a ſecond Time. defeated. 1 
. _ "Theſe two Battles had greatly weakened the victorious 
Brothers as well as the defeated Emperor, who readi- 
Ty, after this Cataſtrope, agreed to divide the whole 
Inheritance with Lewis and Charles; the former of 
©. which he made Sovereign of all the Kingdoms and 
Provinces lying on the other Side of the Rhine, to the 
Eaſt of France; which includes Hungary, Bohemia, 
Moravia, Bavaria, Friſeland, Saxony, Swabia, and to 
be call'd King of Germany... To Charles was given all 
France, ſave Provence and Languedoc, with the Title 
df King: And the Countries lying between the Rhine 
and the Meuſe, now call'dLorrain, with Part of Bur- 
pundy, Lombardy, and the Imperial Diviſion of Italy, 
with the Dignity of Emperor, Lotbario kept to himſelf; 
and ſome Time afterwards repaired to Rome and 
was there crowned by 18 f.

From C. went to 
Benevente, where he was entertained by Adulgiſo, with 
all the public Marks of Friendihip Land Lewis to 
ſhew the Confidence he repoſed in mdiſmiſs d his 
Army, and kept but few exce Eon the Officers of his 
Houſhold to 9 A7 him. The mperor having ſpent 
ſome Days in this er, Adulgiſo, like a wick- 
ed Traytor, imagining he had an Opportunity of ex- 
ecuting his evil Deſign, brought ſome armed Ruffians, 
and all of a ſudden-ruſhed into the Emperor's Apart- 
ment with a View to aſſaſſinate him; which he would 
have gone, if the Noiſe he and his Companions made 
in coming to the Room, had not alarm'd the Empe- 
peror. and his Attendants, which put them on their 
Guard, and defended themſelves till they got out of 
Beuevente; from whence he went to Rome, and ſent 
his Forces againſt Adulgiſo, who obliged the Traytor to 
abandon the Country and fly to Sardinia, leaving Ler- 
Ii in the peaceable men of Laß, who died at 
Milan in 87.

Berengarius aſſum'd the Ti- 
tle of Emperor in 1taly, which Lewis would not al- 
low, and march'd againſt him with a powerful Army. 


| Berengarius, with the beſt Troops he could aſſemble, 
went to meet him: Both Armies engag'd near Vero- 


ua, where Lewis's Forces kept the Field, and himſelf 
enter d that City; where, being Conqueror, he 


thought to be very ſafe. Berengarius, though de- 


feated in the Field, privately treated with the Citi- 


Zens of Verona, and even with ſome of Lewis's 


Guards, which he brib'd; and by that Mears granted 


him a free Paſſage in the Night into Verona, with the 


Flower of his Men, ſurpriz*d Lewis, and made him 
Priſoner. In a few Days after he caus d his Eyes to 
be pull'd out; of which, together with Grief, he died, 
leaving the Empire to Berengarius, in the Year 912, 
having no Iſſue of his own to ſucceed him. 

TER Germans, who pretended to have a Right to 
chuſe an Emperor, on the Death of Lewis, determin'd 
to raiſe Otbho Buke of Saxony to the Imperial Dignity z 


but he declin*d the Title, whereupon they elected 
Conrad. The French alſo choſe Lewis, the Son 
of Boſon King of Provence, for Emperor; and Beren- 


garius reign'd Emperor in Italy. Conrad died in 920,

and being ſollicited by Pope Agapitus to come and put 
a Stop to the Ravages committed by Berengarius, he 
=_. marched with 50000: Men into Ttaly, where he ſoqn 
| redſtored Tranquility made by the Submiſſion to him by 
Berengarius, whom he afterwards appointed his Gover- 
nor in the Milaneſe. Otbo, tho? he enjoyed the Title 
of Emperor for many Tears, was not, however, crown: 
ed till within a little Time before his Death, which 
ha ppened in the Tear 974; and was ſucceeded by his 
Son Otbo II. who came into Italy with a powerful 
Army, and being crown'd Emperor at Rome, he 
marched with his Forces againſt the Emperor of 
Greece, that ravaged the Kingdom of Naples. Both 
Armies met, and Otbo being ſuperior in Number to 
the Greeks, thought of 2 leſs than a compleat 
Victory on his Side. But placing the Romans and 
Beneventines in the Front of the Battle, they were ſoon 
put into Diſorder and Confuſion, which occaſioned a 
total Rout of Otho's Army; and was himſelf obliged 
to fly to the Sea - ſide; where, for Safety, he embarked 
in a ſmall Veſſel that lay there by chance, and puting 
to Sea, was taken by a Corſaire, and Carried intoSicrly, 
which was then under the Dominion of Greece. 
: LuckiLy for Otho, he was not known by the Cor. 
'ſaires ; but a Sclavonian Merchant, who happen'd to 
be in Sicily, diſcovered to him that he was well ac- 
0. quainted with his Perſon and Dignity; and upon Orbo's 
5 Promiſe of a large Reward, he not only kept the Se- 
i cret, but ranſom'd the Captive' Emperor, and attended 
| him back to Rome. The firſt Thing Otbo did after his 
J Redemption, was to aſſemble his ſcatter*d- Forces, 
which he augmented with ſome Auxiliaries, and 
marched againſt the Beneventines, whoſe City he cauſ- 
ce tobe pillaged, and put moſt of the Inhabitants to 
1 Death, for having fled in the late Battle with the Greets; 


EE: And tor the lame Reaſon, was not leis cruel in Rome,

Tent, but bore a great Sway; and as he was very po- 
erful, took Care to have the Nephew in his Cuſtody, 
that he might not be choſen ; and began to diſcover a 
great Deſire to be call'd Emperor. The Roman and 


Italian Princes longing to get rid of the German Do- 
minion, to which they had a natural Averſion, endea- 
voured to get a Native of Hay elected; having for 

that Purpoſe piteh'd upon a 1 Roman named 


Crecencio Numentano, who at that Time, according to 
ſome Writers, was Governor and Conſul in Rome. 


The German Princes fearing the Iſſue of, the Reſoluti- 
on taken by the Romans and Italians, with their unit- 
ed Suffrages, and in ſpite of all that Henry could do, tho 


he already imagined himſelf Emperor; determined 


to raiſe Otho to the imperial Dignity ; for tho* he was 


not twelve Years of Age, he gave great Signs 
and Hopes of an excellent Prince. They took him 


out of the Hands of Henry Duke of Bavaria, with 

the Conſent and Aſſiſtance of Pope Bennet VII, and 
earried him to Germany: Having arrived at Aix la Cha- 
pelle, he was there crown'd with great Solemnity, and 


acknowledged as Emperor there; and likewiſe in Lom- 


bardy and Milan, the Capital of that Dutcly ; as wal

 {rermany; for the ſame Reaſon revolted againſt Qtbo 3 
put by the Aſſiſtance of his faithful Subjects, in a- 
bout ten Years Time, he brought all thoſe that had re- 
belled againſt him in 8 Subject ion; dus 
ring which Time, Cresencio, kept Rome under his Do- 
minion. Fohn XVI. dying in à few Months after he 
Vas raiſed to St Peter's Chair, was ſucceeded by 
Jen XVII. a learned and juſt Man; who diſagreeing 
with Crecencio, was obliged to leave Rome, rather than 
bear with his Tyranny. In his Exile, he often ſent to 
demand Succours of Otbo, and that he would come 
in Perſon to the Reljef of Italy and Rome. The Di- 
viſions of Germam did not permit the Emperor to 
march into that Country ſo ſoon as he wiſn'd, which gave 
Crecencio an Opportunity of making his Submiſſions 
to the Pope, in ſo effectual a Manner, that he pre- 
vailed 1him to return; and he received him with 
great Solemnity and Reſpect: However, Otho having 
 Tubdued the Malecontents - of Germany, he came ta 


[oh with a powerful Army, in the 13th. Year of his | 


Reign, and was complimented with great Joy by all the 
Cities and Places he travelPd thro? on his Way to Rome, 
_ where the Pope and Crecencio, having firſt ſent Am-

tion in the Empire, agreed to ſend: for his Holmeſs

The Archbiſhop of Trevers was 
Aent to Rome, by thoſe Princes that were in the Pope's | 
Intereſt, to ſollicit his Coming; and importuned him 
in ſuch a Manner, that he yielded at laft to their En- 
treaty, and ſet out to meet the Emperor, whom, as 
It was given out, was to receive him on the Frontiers, 
in order to throw himſelf at his Feet for Mercy. Gre- 
gory having arrived at Bercelli in Lombardy, he was 
there informed that the Emperor was marching to- 
wards him with a large Army, and that he deſigned 
to take away his Life, or make him Priſoner. The 
Pope calling Henry's former Conduct to Mind, readi- 
Iy gave Credit to this Report; and to prevent falling 
into his Hands, he quitted that Road and went into 
the Country of Gotifredo and Matilda his Wife, who 
lodged him in a ſtrong Caſtle and Town call'd Canifo ; 
where, in a few Days Henry arrived and pitched his 
Camp; but finding that the Place was inexpugnable, 
he then pretended a deal of Humanity; or if it was

and the reſt choſe Frederick Duke of Auſtria. Lewis, 


who was then in Francfort, where the two Elections 


Were made, ſet out directly for Aix la Chapelle, and 


was there crown'd by the Archbiſhop of Mentæ: The 
reſt of the Electors not being able to go, continued 
at Bonn, where Frederick was crown'd by the Elector 
of Cologn. The two Emperors being crown'd, us'd 
-all Endeavours to gain the Imperial Cities, and to- 
{haraſs one another in every Reſpect; *rill they came 
to an Engagement, wherein-the Bavarians having be- 
\hav'd- with undaunted Valour, feign'd at laſt to re- 
treat; but rallying again, all of a ſudden fell on the 
WAuſftrians, and took Frederick and his Brother Priſo- 


ners. Frederick was kept confin'd *till he renounc'd 


the Title of Emperor, and gave the Security re- 
e never would diſturb 
his Reign; upon which he was reſtor'd to his Liberty 


F and States, but died ſoon after. 


LEWIS did not poſſeſs the Empire long, before 
he fell out with the Court of Rome; and ſuch was 
the Spleen and Hatred conceiv'd by both Parties on 
this Occaſion, that nothing could pleaſe the Pope but 


a new Emperor; Sentence of Excommunication ha- 


ving been pronounc'd againſt Lewis, Charles the 
King of Bohemia's Son, was choſen in Oppoſition to 

him. Pope Clement hearing of this Election, not on- 
ly confirm'd it, but engag*d the King of France in an 
Alliance with Charles againſt Lewis. Edward King of 


England, much about that Time, march'd into 


G France 
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France with a gallant Army, and Philip not being 
Powerful enough to ſtop his Career, call'd in his new 
Allies to his Aſſiſtance, The King of Bohemia and 
the new elected Emperor Charles, came with all their 
Forces and join'd Philip, who finding himſelf ſo con- 
ſiderably reinforc'd, gave King Edward Battle, in 
which the King of Bohemia was kill'd; Philip and 
Charles ſav d themſelves by Flight; and ſo great was 
the Slaughter the Exgliſb made that Day, among the 
French and their Contederates, that Philip was never 
afterwards able to give-Charles any Help againſt Lew- 
is; who after thirty three Years Reign died of an 
A lexy in 134 a 2 4 : ee 
CHARLES "je that the Emperor Lewis 
was dead, came into the Empire, and procur'd him- 
ſelf to be acknowledg'd Emperor. But the Electors 
who had oppos'd him before, met together, and elec- 
ted Edward King of England Emperor; but he not 
caring to accept of that Dignity, return'd them 
Thanks, and deſired to be excus'd; whereupon they 
choſe the Marquis of Miſna, who aſterwards de- 
clin'd the Title for a Sum of Money ſent him by 
Charles. Theſe Electors choſe Gunther Count of 
Szwartzemburgh next, and he accepted of the Honour; 
but gave it up ſoon after to Charles, in Conſideration 
of 22,000 Marks of Silver; and gaining over the 
Electors who had ſo often diſputed his Election, by 
Money, as we may ſuppoſe, had himſelf crown'd 
both in Germany and Hay. Afterwards having call'd 
a Diet at Nuremberg, in January 1356, where the E- 
lectors and other Princes of the Empire met, he 
made, with their Conſent and Approbation, the fa- 
mous Imperial Conſtitution call'd the Gol DEN BuLL ; 
which relates to the Form and Ceremony of chuſing 
_ Emperors, their Functions, Rights, Privileges, Suc- 
| ceſſion, and all that regards the Government of the 
Empire in geperal. This Conſtitution having been 
receiv'd in Germany as a fundamental Law, the Ob-

II. TAE Empreſs's, or Queen's Table, ſhall be

As for the Tables of the 
Princes Ele&ors, they are to be all of the ſame 
- TH. Seven Tables are to be got ready for the ſeven
